Belize, British Honduras, October SI, 1901. 
Sir : I have the honor to submit report of transactions at this station 
from September 16, 1901, to and including October 31, 1901. From 
the inclosure will be seen that I have issued certificates to 18 vessels 
leaving for the United States ; inspected 428 men, consisting of crews of 
vessels ; issued certificates to 32 passengers from Belize ; inspected 60 
passengers in transit, making a total of 92. Disinfected 93 pieces of 
baggage. 

I have also issued certificates to 46 passengers for Puerto Point Banes 
and Puerto Point Cortez and have disinfected 89 pieces of baggage for 
these ports. The sanitary conditions for the period have been good. 
There have been 30 deaths, none of a quarantinable nature. 

My relations with the fruit companies, the government officials, and 
the representatives of the Louisiana State board of health have been 
most pleasant.
